THE SENSATIONAL TABLOID 



'TPHAT people in Montreal .«hould extensively patronire the lurid tabloid 
* rapf-""-' -.T.ported from the south, is a m.\lter for Montîeal i>cople to be 
ashimed cf. 

But thry iv;df.T.iy do, and the action of a local daily paper in driving for 
their suppression is timely. Sir Arthur Curric heartily agrees th.it these 
*-i=alacious tabloids should be kept out of the city, and 3n an official statement 
«sent to the local paper he argues tlia; they arc cajculated to undermine 
■norals, that their influence is particularly harmful among the thrill-seeking 
and undiscximinating readers, .-ind that if offending plays and movies are 
banned, these newspapers ought to be banned too. The full text of his 
statement appears elsewhere in the •'Daily". 

The worst outrage appearing lately in these papers was the front-page 
picture of Mrs. Snyder, taken jost before the State ended her life. The con- 
fidence of a prison-warden was abused ir. order :ha: the picture might be 
taken; the underhand actions of the reporiers for these dailies, typified bv 
the above instasce. ;r.d;caie •.h.-i-. ;. •jrr,i;;>:ii is being dragged down to the 
position it held in the palmy days of the Tweed risg. 

Attejirpls to publish tabloid newspapers in Montreal have so far failed, 
and this is encouraging. It may be. too, that most of the imported tabloids 
^rc now sold to visitors. The French-Canadian population arc to be com- 
plimented for opposing an intrusion of similar tabloid atrocities into their 
newspaper reala.

A COURSE IN CURRENT EVENTS 

jk CO CREE In current events, the value of which wa>; discussed lecently 
by the board of an Ottawa collegiate institute, might <-ontr!butf; greatly 
to an Arts or Science course. But wo vrjuli not think a. course i:i current 
news «*as necessarj' for ccr!>ge f.'ji'fr.-.t. hui for the astonishing result of a 
questionnaire which led to -he O-.tiva <.oi:eg;atc board discussing such a 
cotirse. They found that thirty. nine out of a class of forty believed Lind- 
Ijergh was the first to cross the Atlantic in a non-stop flight. 

,AinerIca.q pubUcIty centering a.bout Lindbergh has bten amizi.-igly well 
.carried on. It seems that the proraotere have ^ucce<?ded in what we Kuspeci 
to be their object — the beclouding of a çrtat Kritifh f<;at, the glory of which 
they coveted for the Stajs and .Stripes. Though the American sovernment 
probably iad nothing to do with it and Undbergh was mwely a tool. AVe 
might expect the promoters to succeed with the readers of tabloid paper*, 
hut scarcely with HtudentB of nearly a university standln?.

The corporation of this university would be very unlikely to Instltutu ii 
roursc similar to that contemplated by the collegiate board In Ottsw», who 
. MiRve high school Mudente under their care, if the course were li.nliiji».) 
. rhere, no one d^paitmcnt could handle It properly. The lectures would havf 
to be ifivcn i.y iirofr-hRorï in alinoht '■very faculty.
